A George Washington University philologist has been awarded a grant 
fron the Washington Evening Star Research Fund to help support his linguistic 
study of the place names of the Snaefsllsness area in western Iceland. 

Dr. John Gags Allas Jr., the award recipient, is Professor of English 
Philology and Dean of the Division of University Students at Oeorge Washington. 

His awrd of $1000 comes from the Star Research fund, which was established 
to provide for faculty research projects selected by the University for pro¬ 
motion of distinguished scholarship. 

Dr. A Use will leave this Saturday (June 6) for a five-week trip to 
Iceland, where he will do research in the national museum in Reykjavik, and in 
the Snaefsllsness area. The Snaefsllsness, a cape of land about 20 fay 1*0 miles 
in area on the western coast of Iceland, includes some 12,000 place names. 

Dr. Alias plans to consider all 12,000 names in his study, which is pri¬ 
marily linguistic in nature. The Icelandic language, unlike most other languages, 
has changed very little in a thousand years. "An analysis of the country's 
place names—and the way they are compounded—is an important key to the way 
the Icelandic language is put together," Dr. Allee said. 

lfuch also can be learned about Icelandic history, literature and folklore 
by studying the place names, he said. 

This will be Dr. Alies's second visit to the Snaefsllsness area. He began 
his place name study in 1961, when he spent five months in Iceland with the 
assistance of a Fulbrlght Research Orant. 
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On this trip. Dr. Allee will be taking a great marqr photographs in the 
Snaefellsness area. "If you have a place called Sheep Mountain, you immediately 
aek whether it was named because sheep once graced there, or because it is 
shaped like a sheep, or for some other reason," he said. The photos will be 
used to test the relationship of topographical features to place name origin. 

Dr. Alias received his Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts degrees from 
George Washington and his Doctor of Philosophy degree in English philology from 
Johns Hopkins University. He Joined the Oeorge Washington faculty in 19li9. 

He is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, Medieval Academy of America, Linguistic 
Society of America, Modern Language Association, Society for the Advancement of 
Scandinavian Studies, and The Icelandic Archeological Society. 

He and his wife have two children, and reside at 3726 Ingomar Street, N* 
Washington. One of their children, John III, is a student at Oeorge Washington, 
and the other, Stephen, is in the eighth grade.

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outward-directed social drive, containing "all the love of our neighbor, 
the impulses toward action, help, and beneficence, the desire for removing 
human error, (for) clearing human confusion, and (for) diminishing human 
misery, the noble aspiration to leave the world better and happier than 
we found it." 

There is before us, right at hand, a magnificent illustration of 
concerned, committed man's philosophy in action. This great National 
Cathedral, a stunning expression of adoration through the medium of carved 
stone, and the living religion to which this structure lends enhancement, 
is an achievement of the very highest order. It is true that behind the 
development of this religion and its cathedral lie countless hours of the 
purest thought and contemplation. Man must have time for his contemplation 
of the way things are, and the way they ought to be. But he must then go 
forward beyond pure recognition. For this great cathedral and for this 
one, among man's great religions, bishops, clergy and laity have gone forth 
to serve, and master stonemasons and carvers have gone forth to build. Had 
they not, neither religion nor structure would have flowered, and only ex¬ 
pansive thoughts » shadowy concepts devoid of reality — would exist in 

the minds of men. Commitment and action are Integral to our search for 

/ 

meaning in life. 

Now let us turn to the matter of application — to the particular 
commitments of concerned man. If he or she is to be an active maker of 
dream into reality, if he or she is to be a dynamic translator of knowledge 
into concern, commitment, and action, it is imperative that he assist in 
developing and be guided by a value-structure oriented to the benefit of 
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human .ocLty. k dictator la not. ipso facto, representative of concernad. 
committed man aa we are defining him, however comprehenaive hia under- 
atanding of what will move men to follow him, and however akilled hia 
ability to turn hia pereonal dreama into reality. In our assessment of 
proper concern, we muet aak ouraelvee what valuer are being rerved — are 
they tyranny and greed, or are they aelfleaa valuer of aervice and devotion 
to aociety? Henri Frederic Amiel, the Swiss poet and phlloaopher, expressed 
the problem thuely: "Talent 1. glad enough, no doubt, to triumph in a good 
cause, but it easily becomes a free lance, content, whatever the cause, so 
long aa victory follows its banner." But our clearest guidance comes from 
a far, far, earlier source, the proverbs of Solomon, son of David, king 
of Israel: "My son. if sinners entice you, do not consent. If they say, 
’Come with us. let us lie in wait for blood, let us wantonly ambush in 
the innocent; like Sheol let us swallow them alive and whole, like those 
who go down to the Pit; we shall find all precious goods, we shall fill 
our houses with spoil, we will all have one purse - my .on, do not walk 
in the way with them, hold back your foot from their paths; for their feet 
run to evil, and they make haste to shed blood. For in vain is a net 
spread in the sight of any bird, but these men lie in wait for their own 
blood, they set an ambush for their own lives. Such are the ways of all who 
gst gain by violence; it take, away the life of it. possessors.- There is, 
too, a pathology of dedication, wherein one’s commitment to otherwise 
worthy goals becomes so fanatic that whatever values are created are 
promptly destroyed by the creator. There is a further pathology of devotion 
therein an abject surrender to dogmatic beliefs provides escape from 
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responsible freedom of eholce. Twisted dedication of either sort Is to be 
earnestly avoided. Our definition of concerned, committed men requires the 
devotion of rationality and responsibility, not the devotion of blind 
surrender. 

Th* life of personal commitment Is a never-ending challenge. Con¬ 
cerned man does not dedicate himself Just once, at some brilliant moment In 
hie life, to attack all the problems which have made him weep for his 
society. Many times in his life he will need to make recomnltments. He 
must frequently — repeatedly — decide whether he will go ahead, or drop 
out of the forward surge of his progress toward achievement. Our world, 
and our national and local societies have countless worthy causes, end 
thousands of tasks for every cause, requiring — yes, begging for — the 
concern and commitment of youth and man. If our society is to flourish, and 
reach the heights of greatness to which it can aspire, we need endless 
numbers of the dedicated and the concerned -- teachers, administrators, and 
civil servants; physicists, doctors, and peace corps volunteers; politician?, 
lawyers, end presidents — a vast supply of committed men and women who can 
agree, with John Mason Brown, that "Existence Is a strange bargain. Life 
owea us little; we owe It everything." The evolutionist, Loren Eiseley, 
states that "A future worth contemplating will not be achieved solely by 
flights to the far side of the moon. It will not be found In space. It 
will be achieved. If It Is achieved at all, only In our Individual hearts. 
This is the choice that has been presented man, aa a free agent, as one who 
can look before and after In the cosmos." This is the choice for man as 
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th« only being that cen laugh and weep, the only being that can recognise 
the difference between what thlnga are, and the way they ought to be. The 
recognition — the laughter and the tears — are the prelude to love and 
concern and coimnitmant. With Paul, we may say: "Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, and have not love, 1 am become as sounding 
brass or a tinkling cymbal. And though 1 have the gift of prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and all knowledge and though I have all faith, so 
that I could remove mountains, and have not love, I am nothing . . . And 
now abideth faith, hope, love, theee three, but the greatest of these is 
love." Let us resolve to lead lives of personal concern for our society 
and for our fellow man.

BENJAMIN COPPAGE WILLIS 

In the evolution of American society great urban centers are presenting 
most urgent and challenging problems. Critical among these is the continuing 
need to provide, consistently with sound educational principle and practice, 
meaningful equality of educational opportunity within a framework of law and 
order. The proper prescription for these ingredients will test not only our 
democratic institutions but the quality of leadership in all phases of metro¬ 
politan life. Foremost among the leaders seeking sane solutions to these 
perplexing problems is the man whom we now honor. 

Native son of Maryland, his career is an example of the American dream. 

To his early life as a farmboy and his early education in a one-room, no-frill 
country school, he owes those habits of work, study, and thrift which have 
molded his character and blessed him with unusual vigor of body and mind. 

After working his way through his undergraduate years at The George 
Washington University, he became teacher-principal of a U-room school in 
Maryland. Thirty-one years later, with a master's degree from the University 
of Maryland and a doctorate from Columbia University, he became General Super¬ 
intendent of Schools in Chicago. His intervening experience constituted 
excellent preparation for the highest-paying position of its kind in the world: 
teacher-principal in small town public school systems; county superintendent 
of schools, including three years in nearby Washington County, Maryland; and 
superintendent of schools in two important cities of New York State. 

Under his leadership during a decade at Chicago, over 6,000 teachers 
have been added to the staff, the salary scale for teachers has been doubled. 
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a ^250 million building program has been planned and exeuttiesl,and the "amazing 
feat of lowering school construction costs in face of generally rising" costs 
has been accomplished. The new construction made possible the elimination of 
all double shifts despite the school-age population explosion. Even before 
Sputnik he led?, the raising of high school standards by making four years of 
English and three years of social studies mandatory for all students and by 
increasing emphasis on mathematics, science, and foreign languages. 

Despite strong political opposition, he has been courageous in sticking 
to his convictions. He has refused to break up the pattern of attendance at 
neighborhood schools simply as a convenient means of achieving greater racial 
mixture in school enrollments. His proposal to solve the problems of de facto 
segregation of public schools on an educational basis, by making special pro¬ 
vision for gifted students has set important precedents, and is meeting with 
growing favor. 

In recognition of his truly distinguished career as teacher, of his out¬ 
standing contributions to both the theory and practice of school and school 
system administration, and of his courageous educational leadership in the 
second largest city of the United States, and by virtue of the authority 
vested in me by the Board of Trustees of The George Washington University, I 
confer upon Benjamin Copoage Willis the degree of Doctor of Public Service, 
honoris causa , with all of the rights, privileges, and duties thereunto per¬ 
taining. I welcome him anew to the fellowship of the University.

LEVI FOX 


The birth of William Shakespeare was a memorable event in the history 
of the civilized world. In the restoration and Dreservation of his birth¬ 
place and the monuments, both literary and physical, which will enable coming 
generations continually to appreciate his greatness, the man whom we now honor 
is playing a strategic role. 

Product of Oriel College, Oxford, and the University of Manchester, he 
began his series of historical contributions, now over a score in number, with 
a work on Leicester Abbey, and a much-applauded pioneer study of fourteenth- 
century estate management. In 1938, at the age of twenty-four, he was appointed 
the first archivist of the ancient city of Coventry. His wartime service 
included responsibility as Executive Officer in the British Ministry of Food 
until 19l*l, and in the Royal Arny Ordnance Corps from that time onwards. 
Succeeding in 191*5 to the Directorship of the Shakespeare Birthplace Trust, 
he soon brought that neglected enterprise to vigorous health by establishing 
libraries and museum collections of Shakesoeareana, rescuing important Tudor 
buildings from oblivion, and making the physical surroundings of the youth 
of England’s greatest poet attractively available for the enjoyment of millions. 
To this "Love's Labor" not lost he added an investment of his ability and 
energy in a number of other posts: Librarian of the Royal Shakespeare Theatre 
Library, General Editor of the Dugdale Society Publications, Deputy-Keeper 
of the Records of the Borough of Stratford-uoon-Avon, and Director of the 
1961* United Kingdom Shakespeare Anniversary Council. In the performance of 
these offices he has combined energetic executive talent with the professional 
abilities of archivist, archaeologist, paleographer, horticulturist, and 
historian, both literary and social. 
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In recognition of his devoted achievements in the preservation of 
historical facts and artifacts, of his Droductive assistance to scholars and 
to the public in attaining a profounder understanding of ShakesDeare and the 
Shakesoearean Period, and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Board 
of Trustees of The George Washington University, it is a great pleasure in 
this year of the Quatercentenary of the birth of the Bard of Stratford, to 
confer upon Levi Fox the degree of Doctor of Humane Letters, with all the 
rights, orivileges, and duties thereunto pertaining. I welcome him into the 
fellowship of The George Washington University.

CLARK KERR 

At a time vjhen it is beset on all sides with pressing problems — the 
enrollment explosion, the rapid acceleration of costs, quality demands, the 
redefinition of the respective roles of the private and public sectors, and 
the transformation in character of the university itself — higher education 
is deeply indebted to the man we now honor. He has proposed standards and 
enunciated philosophy which serve our nation well as foci for olanning and 
discussion. He was a major architect of the so-called Master Plan of the 
system of public higher education in our most populous state. It has served 
as a basic model for adaptation by other states. 

His penetrating and imaginative analysis of today's American university 
clearly distinguishes it from the university of yesterday and will be strate¬ 
gically helpful in planning for the university of tomorrow. In his forceful 
statements he has coined a new word, multiversity, which is at once effectively 
descriptive and at least mildly contentious. 

A native of Pennsylvania, he is the joint educational product of 
-rthmore College, Stanford University, the London School of Economics, and 
the University of California at Berkeley. After several years of highly 
successful teaching at Antioch College, Stanford, and the University of 
Washington, he accepted a call to the University of California at Berkeley 
where he founded and was the first Director of the Institute of Industrial 
Relations. Clearly not satisfied with the confines of the academic walls, 
he gained a justifiable national reputation as a firm but fair arbitrator in 
labor-management cases. 

His strong championship of academic freedom at a time of crisis justified 
fully the respect of his faculty colleagues at Berkeley and earned for him the 
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CLARK KERR 

respect of the Regents of the University of California. It was, accordingly, 
no surprise when he was elected Chancellor of the University at Berkeley in 
1952 and President of the great state-wide University of California in 1958. 

In recognition of his accomplishments as thinker and doer — imaginative 
research scholar, stimulating teacher, educational philosopher, efficient 
administrator, master of constructive Dolitical compromise, and prolific 
author — and most particularly in recognition of his leadership in what has 
been justifiably called "one of the most difficult and exacting posts in the 
whole history of higher education," and by virtue of the authority vested in 
me by the Board of Trustees of The George Washington University, I confer upon 
Clark Kerr the degree of Doctor of Public Service, honoris causa, with all 
the rights, privileges, and duties thereunto pertaining. I welcome him into 
the fellowship of The George Washington University.

DWIGHT DAVID EISENHOWER 


Of few men in American history may it be said, "First in war, first in 
peace, and first in the hearts of his countrymen." From the humble beginning 
of pioneer Western stock the man we now honor has walked with kings, yet has 
never for one moment lost the common touch. Schooled both for and in war, 
ha has always been an ardent advocate of peace. 

Graduate of an acadeny devoted to the military arts and sciences, he 
became president of a university dedicated to the cultivation of all the arts 
and sciences. There he conceived an idea which stands as his living monument 
The American Assembly at Arden House, a forum for study and discussion of 
problems of current importance by opinion makers and citizen leaders. 

Called to command the largest military force ever assembled, he became 
■’'-12 principal architect of victory in the mightiest campaign ever waged. 
Exceptionally skilled in the handling of men, he translated that skill into 
world-renovmed diplomacy during his service as commander of an internation 0 ', 
peace-keeping force assembled for the first time in western history. 

Possessing neither political experience nor ambition for high public 
office, he reluctantly accepted the only genuine and successful political 
draft since the election of our first president, whose name this university 
proudly bears. The first president of the United States whose service in 
that office was constitutionally limited to two terms, he was overwhelmingly 
returned to office upon completion of his first term. 

In recognition of his service to mankind in war and in peace, while 
pursuing a career unparalleled in this century; in gratitude for his triumph 
over physical disability that has inspired literally tens of thousands with 
hope in place of black despair; and by virtue of the authority vested in me 
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by the Board of Trustees, I confer upon Dwight David Eisenhower — soldier, 
General of the Army, educational administrator, thirty-fourth President of 
the United States, statesman, beloved citizen of the United States and of 
the entire world — the degree of Doctor of Public Service, honoris causa., 
with all of the rights, duties, and privileges pertaining thereto, and wel¬ 
come him into the fellowship of The George Washington University. 
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Changing Values in an Age of Anxiety 

VJe live today in an Age of Anxiety. Ours is a world in which the values 
that men held unquestioned in the past are now submerged in doubt and uncertainty. 
In this world, we, the college graduates of 1961*, face both a dilemma and a 
challenge. 

The currents of thought in this twentieth century have brought into sharp 
focus the ideological crisis of a world shorn of values. The early years of 
the century witnessed a culmination of the long struggle between revealed religion 
and deterministic science. Darwinian evolution, combined with a deterministic 
concept of man, split many of the religious and ethical foundation stones of 
Western thought. To many, man now seemed to have become a mere cog in a mecha¬ 
nistic universe, wholly at the mercy of heredity and enviroment, his divine soark 
all but extinguished. 

But later in the century, this same mechanistic determinism was undermined 
by new scientific discoveries. Einstein's theory of relativity was the great 
force in again re-orienting man's concept of his universe. The old absolutes 
of soace, time, and matter became relative; and science came to regard its dis¬ 
covered principles as mere statistical averages — not laws which dictated the 
pattern of events. Thus — for the second time in this century, man's accented 
values vanished in a mist of confusion. Physical science had uprooted our 
ancient beliefs — only to turn now upon itself. 

In addition to this destruction of values -- both traditional and scientific 
— there is another element in the modern dilemma. The growing complexity of 
today's world has brought us face to face with a host of new value situations — 
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events which force man to make unprecedented ethical choices — nroblems for 
which former standards of judgment are inadequate. 

An auto maker in Detroit finds he can use new machinery to 
produce more and better cars — yet, in so doing, he will force 
hundreds out of work. 

Our State Department sees a small country sliding toward communism 
— yet, our only alternative there is to support an unpalatable 
military dictatorship. 

The people of an impoverished area are faced with economic 
disaster due to an excessive birth-rate — yet, the religious 
conscience of the majority opposes artificial birth control. 

Each of these instances forces man to make a new and bewildering ethical 
judgment. And, in each case, the standards of the past either conflict or do 
not apply. 

Finally, all of our choices in this modern age have assumed a new and 
dreadful dimension. For today, with the discovery of nuclear energy, man has 
at last acquired the power to destroy himself. Now — as never before — he 
stands in need of stable and lasting values — values on which to base his 
ethical decisions. The choices he makes will determine the progress or destruc¬ 
tion of his race. 

Here, then, is the anxiety — here is the dilemma of modern man. Cut 
loose from the anchor of certainty in scientific thought, in traditional 
religion, and in ethics, he drifts aimlessly on uncharted waters. Tossed by 
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t-hs violent currents of new and unprecedented choices, he drifts dangerously 
near the whirlpool of total self-annihilation. 

But this Age of Anxiety and Uncertainty is at the same time an Age of 
Opoortunity. The fact that man can no longer be satisfied with all of the old 
verities and dogmas offers him at new freedom. He is at liberty — indeed, he 
is obliged — to mold, a new system of values, adaptable to the needs of the 
modern world. He is uniquely free to shape a new moral destiny. 

Yet, at the same time, he must not misinterpret this age of momentous 
choices as a call to reject all the standards of the past. One of the oromising 
alternatives open to man today is the reaffirmation and reinteroretation of 
traditional values in light of our contemporary situation. 

To us, the University's graduating class of 196U, today's challenge has a. 
soecial significance. For more than lbO years, graduates of George Washington 
have participated in solving the great problems of the past. Now, it is our 
turn to aonly the learning we have gained here to the even greater problems of 
the future. 

Our goal is a system of values viable for modern life; and our textbook is 
the total exoerience of mankind, past and present. To borrow from Ulysses : 

We are a part of all that we have met; 

Yet all exoerience is an arch wherethrough 
Gleams that untravelled world, whose margin fades 
For ever and for ever, when we move . . .

PRESIDENT TH01IAS HENRY CARROLL'S CHARGE 
TO THE GRADUATES 

THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
Commencement, June 7 1964 


It has been the historical responsibility of the President 
of this University to deliver a message, called the charge, to the 
members of the graduating class. I deliver this charge as the representa¬ 
tive of the University's Board of Trustees, the members of its several 
faculties, and its administrative officers. 

Before presenting the charge to you, however, I wish to note our 
full understanding of the part played in your academic achievement by your 
parents and, in some cases, by your wife, or husband and even by your 
children. I invite the mothers, fathers, wives, husbands, and children 
or oui degree recipients (including our honorary degree recipients) to stand 
so that all the rest of us present may recognize suitably your contributions 
to this evening's event by our applause. 

I salute each of you graduates and extend warmly sincere cong¬ 
ratulations on the accomplishment to which your diploma bears witness. 

Scholarship is a word which has a variety of meanings. The ever 
widening scope of man's knowledge of himself and his environment belies 
any pretense in our day that any person can lay claim to being truly know¬ 
ledgeable in all fields. Leonardo da Vinci was probably the last man on 
earth for whom such a claim to be made unmistakably. 

Indeed it is no longer possible for a university - even a multi¬ 
versity - rully to cover all the realms of knowledge. It was a practical 
recognition of this fact that lead to the recent establishment here in your 
Nation's Capital of the University Consortium at the graduate level. 
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Both for the institution and for the individual, education is in 
essence a process of selectivity, whether purposeful or not. Each of you 
has completed a program of selective scholarship which your University 
publicly honors this evening. 

Although you and we may recognize this selectivity and correctly 
divide the province of learning into suitable categories such as the 
physical sciences, the social sciences and the humanities, we do not by 
so doing fail to recognize that they all are parts of a complexly integrated 
whole. These parts offer convenient intellectual vehicles for the explora¬ 
tion of our universe in order to enrich the life of man. 

The University is accepted as one of the fundamental institutions 
of our society - along with the Government, the Church and the Family. It 
exists for the three-fold purpose of production, preservation, and dissemi¬ 
nation of knowledge - all in the service of mankind. That knowledge is an 
intangible which is exceedingly difficult - if not impossible - to measure 
with absolute accuracy. It consists of values as well as facts. The 
combination of knowledge and the ability to use it productively and responsibly 
in the broadest sense of those words should be the hallmar of a university 
degree.
